NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  an  application  will 
be  made  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia,  at  its  next  session,  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  for  an  Act  to 
amend  the  “  Vancouver  Charter,”  to  provide  for 
the  following  matters: — 

1.  To  repeal  clause  (a)  of  section  7,  and  sub¬ 
stitute  the  following: — 

“(a)  Every  person  (not  being  a  corporation) 
who,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  of  the 
year  in  which  the  list  is  certified: — 

“(i)  Is  a  Canadian  citizen;  and 
“(ii)  Is  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years;  and 

‘‘(iii)  Is  the  registered  owner  in  his  own 
right  of  real  property  within  the  city.” 

2.  To  repeal  clause  (a)  of  section  8,  and  sub¬ 
stitute  the  following: — 

"(a)  Every  person  (not  being  a  corporation) 
who,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  of  the  year  in 
which  the  list  is  certified: — 

“(i)  Is  a  Canadian  citizen;  and 
“(ii)  Is  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years;  and 

“(iii)  Is  a  tenant  in  occupation  of  any 
real  property  in  the  city,  and  who  is  not 
otherwise  qualified  as  an  owner-elector  or 
resident-elector;  and 

“(iv)  Makes  application  to  the  City 
Clerk  during  the  period  between  the  first 
day  of  January  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
May  inclusive,  or  who  makes  application 
as  provided  in  section  23.” 

3.  To  amend  section  30  of  the  said  Act  by 
striking  out  the  word  “  two  ”  in  the  first  line,  and 
substituting  “  three.” 

4.  To  provide  that  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
publish  notice  of  elections  in  one  issue  of  all  the 
daily  newspapers  instead  of  five  issues  in  one  news¬ 
paper. 

5.  To  provide  that  the  City  Clerk  shall  only  be 
required  to  retain  the  ballots  cast  in  any  election 
for  thirty  days  insteal  of  two  months  as  now 
provided. 

6.  To  give  the  Council  specific  power  to  suspend 
as  well  as  to  appoint  and  remove  employees. 

7.  To  provide  that  a  plebiscite  on  any  question 
involving  the  borrowing  or  expenditure  of  money 
by  the  city  shall  be  submitted  to  owner-electors 
only. 

8.  To  amend  section  190  to  provide  that  any 
question  requiring  the  assent  of  the  electors  pur¬ 
suant  to  that  section  shall  be  submitted  to  owner- 
electors  only. 

9.  To  give  the  Council  power  to  invest  in  Canada 
Government  bonds  money  not  immediately  re¬ 
quired  for  the  purposes  of  the  City. 

10.  To  give  the  Council  power  to  prohibit  per¬ 
sons  from  dumping  rubbish,  refuse,  or  other  dis¬ 
carded  material  on  private  property  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner. 

11.  To  repeal  section  294  of  the  Charter. 

12.  To  give  the  Council  power  to  define  mill- 
waste  and  to  regulate  the  disposal  thereof. 

13.  To  give  the  Council  power  to  adopt  the 
definition  of  “  improvements  ”  contained  in  the 
“Assessment  Equalization  Act”  in  lieu  of  the 
definition  contained  in  the  “  Vancouver  Charter.” 

14.  To  give  the  Council  power  to  issue  deben¬ 
tures  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  general  fund  to 
provide  the  city’s  share  of  the  cost  of  local  im¬ 
provements. 

15.  To  amend  section  483  of  the  said  Charter 
to  permit  the  payment  of  traffic  tickets  by  mail. 

16.  To  provide  that  the  Real-property  Court  of 
Revision  shall  be  constituted  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “Assessment  Equalization  Act.” 

17.  To  provide  that  the  Council  may  by  by-law 
delegate  any  of  its  powers  to  an  official.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be

and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 


( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Comnpttee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7 Yi  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.
